UNITED NATIONS (CPI—Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andiw Gromyko gave a strong indication of 
warmer East-West relations IMesday, with a mild 
speech that called for a world disarmament confer¬ 
ence and progress toward a European conference on, 
co-opera lion. 

1 1 was one of the most mod¬ 
erate Soviet speeches heard 
here for some time, note¬ 
worthy as much for whet it * 
did not say si for whet U 
said. 


There was only one strong 
attack agpmst the United 
States - on the Vietnam Issue 

and strong emphasis on 
world peace and cu-o|*ratinn. 
Even Canada and e nunUiei 
of oUier smaller countries got 
a mention in the speech. Bri¬ 
tain did not. presumably be¬ 
cause uf the expulsion last - 
week at 90 Soviet officials. 

Gromyko said. "We attach 
great Importance to the devel¬ 
opment of relations with Italy • 
ami with Canada, with which 
we have concluded a protocol 
on consultations, with Algeria 
and Iran, with such a big 
power as Japan end with 
other countries of Eumi* 
Asia, Africa, Latin America , 
and Oceania tUie southern * 
Pacific i."

various Soviet leaders. Pre¬ 
mier Alexei Kosygin will be 
visiting Canada next month a 
return visit for one tout 
Prime Minister Trudeau

Gromyko reserv ed Uie dnvf 
el s main wrath for Israel. TJe 
said Israel does not warn 
lieace in the Middle East end 
added: "Even if it does, it is 
an annexationist peace." 

He sided with Indio on the 
India-Fakixtau crisis, calling 
for restraint on both sides lx|t 
adding that thare must be a 
political' soluUon in East Pi- 
kistan. 

“The present situation In 
the area is acute, end this jp 
not merely an Internal mflt 
ter." he said. "The 8ovgR 
government would like tp 
express Uie hope Uiul matters 
will not reach Uie point of • 
military clash between Mjf 
state* of the region and that 
retdraint and reason will pi^fi- 
vail.” 

Gromyko dutifully ctilllfi 
for the admission of ComnM- 
nist China to the UN. reiecL 
ing U.S. attempts to retain g 
seat tor the Nationalists of 
Taiwan. He mentiimed “cou 
tenipleted normalization" of 
relations Ijetwean the U.fi. 
and tlie Oiinesc govcmmenl. 
giving an imidied warning 
that tiiese two countries must 
not conihine together agaidgt 
the Soviet Union 

This has been one of Ujg 
main tests of tlie Socket 
Union since U.S.-Oiina icla- 
tions began to thaw . 

Some observers have said 
thut raie of tha reasons tor the 
apparent warming of Soviet 
relations with the West is fear 
of a U.S.-Oiina anu-Sovtet de¬ 
tente.

Hurdles House 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Cbm- 
mon* gave third reading 
Tuesday to government legis¬ 
lation to provide up to S80 
million in aid to industries in¬ 
jured by the L.8. surtax on 
imports. 

The bill now need* Senate 
approval and royal assent to 
become law. 

It was passed 138 to 24, with 
government members and 
Conservatives voting In favor 
and New Democrats and Un¬ 
cial Credit memliers voting 
against. 

The hill was brought In by 
the government after Pres¬ 
ident Nixon's Aug. 15 an¬ 
nouncement that the ll.S. was 
tni|H»ing a lb-per-cent surtax 
on dutiable imixirts. 

The aim is to oomtiensate 
Canadian onmpanies that oto 
erwise might have laid off 
workers tieoauae of tost ex¬ 
port* to the 11.8. 

Trade Minister Jean-lAjc 
Pepin called for unanimous 
Common* suihmmI of the bill, 
saying it would show that all 
Canadians are otipoaed to the 
surtax. 

John Burton* (NDP — Re 
gins East) moved the hill lie 
sent back to committee for re¬ 
consideration. 

His amendment was defeat¬ 
ed immediately before the 
main vote, with toe Social 
Credit offering the only sup¬ 
port.

Provincial Judge C. L Walker of Squamish 
ruled thst he did not have jurisdiction because 
Hydro, under the legislation which creeled it, wee 
exempt from municipal bylaws. Squamish took the

Walker be required to continue with the criminal 
charge*. The Supreme Court held that Judge 
Walker was corrsct, thst Hydro was beyond l he 
reach of Squamish bylaws. 

It was clear, said Supi-eme Court Justice P. D. 
Seaton, that the provincial leglalature had Intended 
from the start that Hydro was not subject to sny 
municipal bylaws in the province. 

And to Squamish lawyer G. K. Culhane's ar- 
gument that the exemption was wrong, Mr. Justice 
Seaton replied: “It is neither my duty nor my privi¬ 
lege to deal wtth the question of whether the Uw is 
good or bad.” 

If nothing else, the caae has focused attention 
on the extraordinary powers that Hydro has In its 
hip pocket 

The freedom it enjoys In the matter of proper¬ 
ty expropriation Is known only too well here. Bitter 
feelings have not diminished over Hydro's taking 
of certain private holdings In the Highlands district 
for a new transmission line early this year. 

While It muet be accepted that the corporation 
requires rights and privileges for speedy and ef¬ 
ficient operation, perhaps It wields loo big a Mick.

Then, 
lotting toward the celling of 
the gymnasium of Central 
Baptist Church where a recep¬ 
tion was being held, he con¬ 
tinued: "House like that new 
to him. We no have house like 
that in New Guinea.” 

Paea and Yapeta lafer 
donned tribal dress tn speak 
*t a rally held In the Iwidy frf 
the church by the Wytrltffe 
Bible 'translators. 

The most distinctlye part of 
tribesmen's costume was the 
headdress of feathers of the 
rassowaiY, an netrtnh-ilke 
bird. They wore eweatera to 
protect them from what to 
them was s cold climate. 

Yapeta spoke In Wim which 
was translated by Kerr. Yape- 
ta said that, before the word 
of God name to him, lie lived 
a warlike existence, using the 
exe and the arrow to kill men. 

He carried a shoulder !>ag 
with sacred spirit stones, he 
said, and his |ieople were 
often killed by sorcery prac¬ 
tised on their personal i*osses- 
sions.

TV Picture Fuzzy, but Shaken 


OTTAWA (CP) A craok- 
down by federal sulhorltles on 
imimrts of Inw-prioed televi¬ 
sion sets spiteam to have shs- 
ken up the market, but 
whether it will mean more ex¬ 
pensive television sets is still 
uncltsr. 

Commercial secrecy, con¬ 
flicting Information from the 
Cansdian-hased manufac¬ 
turing industry, and the refus¬ 
al of government official* to 
give details, make the picture 
funy for Canadian con¬ 
sumers. 

However, the most recent 
federal figures show a sharp 
drop in imports of cheap sets 
from Japan and Taiwan, with 
higher-priced sets from the 
United ktates taking up some 
of tha slack 

The government acted 
against Japanese and Tai¬ 
wanese imports under new 
anti-dumping laws after com¬ 
plaints from the eight Canadi¬ 
an manufacturers Seven of 
them ere subsidiaries of 
foreign companies 

In a first step, federal cus¬ 
toms have Imposed provision¬ 
al import surcharges on some 


makes entering Canada since 
June 90. Officials said those 
sets had been dumped In Cao- 
ads last year, that is, sold to 
wholesalers in Canada at less 
than the fair-market value tn 
Japan and Taiwan. 

In order for the special aur- 
chargee to stick, the law re¬ 
quired a finding by the feder¬ 
al anti-dumping tribunal that 
the dumped products were 
causing or were likely to 
cause Injury to manufacturers 
In Canada. 

The tribunal decided that 
the impart* were Injurious, 
even though it had been un¬ 
able tn pin down the degree of 
■ny unemployment or disrup¬ 
tion of production end sales tn 
Canada. 

The affect of tha ruling is to 
raise the prioes of most TV 
sets imported from Japan and 
Taiwan. 

Thera Is no direct impact on 
TV makes shipped to Canada 
from Japan by Sony Corp 
and Sharp Corp., because 
they were found Innocent of 
dumping. 

Tribunal calculations show 
that those two companies ac¬ 


counted for about 20 per cent 
of the 281,024 sets imported 
last year from Taiwan and 
Japan. 

This means that Imports af¬ 
fected dtreotiy by the federal 
ruling required to raise 
prioes or have them raised by 
s|>eclsl anti-dumping tax — 
amounted last year to 214,420 
sets In a total Canadian mar¬ 
ket of about 800,000 Cana¬ 
dian-based manufacturers 


provided about 560,000 of the 
total market.

He said, "We cannot toler¬ 
ate the Israeli arrogance any 
more. It will be an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth. 

"We are preparing our¬ 
selves to reoeive blows, but 
they should prepare them¬ 
selves to reoeive harder and 
deeper blows," he said. 

Life in Israel, meanwhile, 
came to a virtual standstill as 
religious and non-religious 
Jews prepared for the obser¬ 
vance of Judaism's holiest

of atonement. * 

There was no report of vio¬ 
lence in the Middle East dur¬ 
ing the day. All was reported 
quiet along the ceasefire lines 
where both Arab and Israeli 
forces have been maintaining 
vigilance against surprise at¬ 
tacks. 

In Cairo, peasants Joined 
politicians in paying homage 
to Naaser, the former army 
officer who ruled Egypt Cor 18 
years and was considered a

be conducting criminal trials. 

When the stated case finally 
comes up again, the sources 
said, it could be heard in full 
or thrown out because of the 
Seaton ruling. In either case, 
the issue may wind up in tiie 
B.C. Appeal Court or even the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 


When Prank O’Leary 
arrived at his home in ajt 
apartment house at 830 
McClure about 2:30 a.ra.

Witnesses included a St. Jo¬ 
seph's Hospital doctor and 
pathologist, Victoria fire de¬ 
partment officials, Victoria 
police and tenants of the 
apartment building, which 
was gutted in the blaze. 

Tiie inquest was told Mrs 
Green was pronounced dead 
on arrival at St. Joseph's Hos¬ 
pital about 4:15 a m. Friday. 

Dr. Garth Walther, director 
of pathology at St. Joseph’* 
Hospital, told the jury cause 


of deatii was asphyxiation. 
Walther said Mrs. Green re¬ 
ceived. sixth-degree burns in 
the blaze after she died. 

Victoria firefighter Fred So- 
versen said Mrs. Green's 
body was discovered just out¬ 
side the entrance to bar 
apartment. 

Alma Atkinson, caretaker of 
the apartment building along 
with her husband William, 
said she was ana of the apart* 
merit j house occupants awa¬ 
kened by O’Leary. 

M I I was awakened out of a 
eery deep sleep. J aiwwered 
the dpor. To me, he (O’Leary) 
seempd to be in e dee*,” Mrs. 
Atkinson said.

Angels Ordered To Pay Johnson in Full 


Johnson 


NEW YORK (AP) - An Im¬ 
partial arbitration panel haa 
ruled that emotional factors 
were involved In Alex John¬ 
son's performanoe this season 
and ordered California Angels 
to pay the outfielder's salary 
in full, the Major League 
Baseball Players Association 
announced Tuesday. 

The controversial Johnson 
was suspended indefinitely by 
the Angels June 26 for "not 
hustling and showing the 
proper mental attitude." He 
had been fined numerous 


times this season after win¬ 
ning the American League 
batting championship in 1970. 

According to the players as¬ 
sociation, Johnson was impro¬ 
perly suspended and placed 
on the restricted list on July 
36. The association said the 
arbitration panel ruled that 
the Angels were correct In re¬ 
moving Johnson from active 
play June 36, "but that since 
he was in fact disabled by 
that time, ha should have 
gone an the disabled list and 
not been suspended." 


Panel Rules Fines To Stand 


Johnson's salary from his 
June 36 suspension to the end 
of the season amounts to 
939,970. 

However, the panel upheld 
the 39 disciplinary fines levied 
against Johnson by the Angels 
totalling "same 93,750," ac¬ 
cording to the dub. 

Calling the decision a "land¬ 
mark" discipline oase, Angels' 


general manager Dick Walsh 
called it "totally inconsistent 
with the facts and completely 
without justification." 

Walsh critic bed the voiding 
of Johnson's suspension in 
light of the panel's decision to 
ifohald the 39 disciplinary 
fines levelled against the 
players by the dub. 

"Either Johnson was or was 


not responsible for his ac¬ 
tions. If he wa» responsible, 
then the suspension and fines 
were justified," Welsh said. 
"If he was judged not respon¬ 
sible for his actions, then the 
39 club-imposed fines should 
have been ordered remit¬ 
ted." 

The players association said 
the arbitration panel "placed 


great weight" on the reports 
of two psychiatrists. Both doc¬ 
tors. the association said, "ex¬ 
pressed the view that with ap¬ 
propriate treatment" Johnson 
will be able to resume his ca¬ 
reer. 

Josnson was benched nu¬ 
merous times by manager 
Lefty Phillips for failure to 
hustle. The controversy 
reached a peak when he ac¬ 
cused teammate Chico Ruiz of 
(lulling a gun on him in the 
Angels' clubhouse. 


The arbitration panel's deci¬ 
sion is final and binding. 
Members of the panel were 
Lewis M. Gill, chairman, ap¬ 
pointed by both parties; Mar¬ 
vin J. Miller, executive direc¬ 
tor of the players association, 
and John J. (iaherin. repre¬ 
senting the major league club 
owners. 

Johnson batted only .360 in 
65 games this season with two 
home runs and 21 rons batted 
In. A year ago. he hit 339 
with 14 homers and 86 RBI.

Salary Estimate 
Insult to Espo!

SAULT STE. MARIE, Ont. (CP) — Take It from Fred 
Sharf — when It comes to money, Phil Esposito's name ranks 
on a par with Boston’s most illustrous athletes. 

Sharf, business agent for Boston Bruins’ prollflo cen- 
treman, says the contract the Sault native signed this season 
with the National Hockey League club classes him as one erf 
the top money-makers in all sports. 

"In Boston they talk of tha salaries made by Ted Wil¬ 
liams, BUI Russell, Carl Yastrzemskl and Bobby Orr," Sharp 
said in a telephone interview. 

"Well, we want the people of Sault St. Maria and the rest 
erf the world to know that Esposito's name belongs in that cat¬ 
egory." 

Esposito will earn approximately 9175,000 a year for the 
next four years playing for the Bruins, according to Sharf 
whose word — Espo says — is gospel. 

Sharf declined to disclose the precise figure when asked 
if Phil had signed a contract for 9700,000, but he replied: 
"You are closer to the exact figure than any other writer." 

Sharf's determination to set the record straight arose 
from an earlier news conference in Boston from which the 
impression was conveyed that Esposito had oome to terms 
for 9400,000. 

Sharf described the speculative estimate of 9400,000 as 
"an insult" to Esposito. 

"I wish to hell we could have signed him for that figure,'’ 
Bruins' president Western Adams Jr. said at the press confer¬ 
ence. 

"His contract is so substantial that Phil and his wife 
Linda and his children wUl never have to worry about money 
as tong as they live," said Esposito's lawyer, Arnold Bloom. 

"While super-star Bobby Orr is reported to he making ft 
million over a five-year period, Boston officials have made it 
perfectly dear that those reports are exaggerated," Sharf 
■aid. 

"They consider Orr and Esposito of equal value to the 
team and they are being treated as such." 

"I don't know or care what Bobby makes," Esposito told 
reporters at the press conference, “but God bless him, he 
deserves it all." 

Said Sharf: "Phil's contract is the most substantial hockey 
contract ever written, with the possible exception of Bobby 
Orr's.

MOSCOW — The Soviet Unton Tuesday blasted 
an unmanned Luna 19 probe on a voyage to the moan. 
The official announcement of It* launch Indicated 
that It will not try to land. 

The last nioon shot by the 


Soviets was the ill-fated flight 
of Luna 18 which vanished 
Sept. 11 during an unsuccess¬ 
ful landing attempt in the 
moon's rugged Appolonius 
Mountains 

Tass, the official news 
agency, said Luna 19's pri¬ 
mary mission was “scientific 
Investigation of the moon and 
near-lunar apace from the 
orbit of an artificial satellite/' 

The phrase “from the orbit 
of an artificial satellite" waa 
understood by western ob¬ 
servers to mean that Isuna 19 
will make no effort to touch 
down on the moon. That 
phraseology never has been 
used In Tass reports of Lunar 
landers, but similar wording 
has been used for some lunar 
orb iters, including Lina 11. 

'Hie Tass announcement 
gave no hint of Luna 19*a mia- 
•on but it said the ship's sys¬ 
tems were “functioning nor¬ 
mally." It blasted off at 3 
a.m. PDT, went Into Earth 
orbit, and then blasted out on 
a moon Journey that will last 
four to five days. 

Two previous missions in 
the Luna series — 'Utna 16 
and lama 17 made soft 
landings on the moon last 
year. 

I aina 16, the first unmanned 
craft to land on the moon and 
return to earth, brought back 


3.5 ounoat of fine lunar sam¬ 
ples. Luna 17 put the Lunok¬ 
hod 8 moonrover on the Sea of 
Rains and the eight-wheeled 
vehicle has been cair>4ng out 
reconnaissance missions on 
the moon.

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Peony Pointers 


One fairly common complaint I gat 
in my mall U about paony plant* that 
won’t bloom. This could ba dua to botry- 
Ua diaaaae, a fungus Infection that rota 
or ahrlvala the flower buda — I have 
outlined the treatment for this condition 
on several occasion* — but failure to 
bloom can a too ba the result of bad 
management. 

Earlier this year I had a letter from 
one of my readers complaining bitterly 
about flowerless peonies. Purchased 
and planted in the spring at 1968, they 
took hold and grew well, but failed to 
produce any buds or flowers, and aus- 
specting the cause might be a lack of 
sufficient sunshine, she dug them up in 
the spring of 1870 and replanted them In 
e sunnier location. 

Still no blooms so this last epring 
■he dug them up and shifted them 
again, this time to a specially prepared 
bed enriched with purchased topsoil and 
old rotted manure. But when her neigh¬ 
bour's peonies were blooming their 
heads off, not even one single flower 
bud appeared on her husky plants. 


She was convinced by this time that 
her dealer was a crook and had sold 
her a bunch of dud plants, and I imag¬ 
ine she was looking for a letter from 
me confirming this, so she could go 


round and give the men a thorough 
dressing down. 

Actually, the fault was entirely her 
own, for she had made two serious 
trrors in the management of her plants. 
First, peoniss should always be planted 
in the fall rather than In the spring. 
Seonnd, she didn’t allow her plants to 
remain in one place long enough to get 
themselves properly established; every 
Miring she hoicked them out and moved 
them to a new location. This annual 
transplanting would have been enough 
to discourage almost ANY perennial 
plant, but especially the peony, which Is 
extremely resentful of any root distur¬ 
bance.

Peonies always i»erform best when 
allowed to settle down oomfortabty In 
the one place, in nice clean loam soli 
and with sun for at least half the day, 
for a span of four or five years. Howev¬ 
er. die re comes a time in the Ufa of 
every peony when the dump is over¬ 
crowded and congested, end when the 
roots have exhausted ell the gondness in 
the soil When this ocoura, regardless of 
the plant’s resentment, there is nothing 
for it but to dig it up, divide the root* 
end replant the piece*. The beet time to 
perform this operation Is In the fall 
when the reddish autumn coloring ap¬ 
pears in the laavee. 


Ease your overgrown peony dump 
out of the ground gently, prying up with 
the digging fork from several different 
angle*. Then, first thing, cut off all the 
topgrowth right down dose to the roots, 
end the only safe place for this material 
is the incinerator. Botrytls disease of 
peonies is very common hereabouts, 
and burping the old topgrowth Is e good 
preventive measure. 

Now you can divide the dump of 
roots into smaller pieces, using a knife, 
a sharp-edged spade, or an old hacksaw 
blade — my preferred implement. Don't 
cut It up TOO small — an ideal piece of 
peony root for planting should have 
from three to five "eyes" or growth 
buds in the crown.

It Is a good Idea to enrich the new 
planting site with very old rotted ma¬ 
nure, or failing this, dampened peat 
moss plus bone meal. Dig these materi¬ 
als in widely — don’t just dump them in 
the bottom of each planting hole — for 
we want our peony roots to spread out 
sidewaye as well as pushing down. 

In planting your piece* of root, do he 
careful not to set them in too deeply. 
The eyes in the top of the root should be 
two inches deep — no more, no less. 
Roots buried much deeper than Nils 
may grow, but the plants may not bear 
any flowers.

Club Member 

The conflict in opinion 
showed itself after Victoria 
Labor Council secretary 
l*asry Ryan had addressed a 
luncheon meeting of Victoria 
Ktwanta Club Tuesday de¬ 
fending the stand of the 
women strikers, as well as 
various unions and clergy who 
have supported them. 

Businessman Tom Denny, a 
rlilb member, initiated the 
question period by declaring 
that Sandringham was per¬ 
forming a good servioe for its 
aged residents end that many 
older women and girls were 
"quite happy" to work in the 
absence of the strikers They 
realised they were oontnlmt- 
ing to a good cause, he said. 

"I think the whole latsor 
movement is wrong in trying 
to organize institutions of this 
type," Denny said. 

‘JurtU e' Firil 

Taking exception. Ryan 
said: "When the working poor 
attempt to organize, when the 
Indians ’ attempt to organize, 
when the Negroes in the Unit¬ 
ed States attempt to organize, 
then everything is wrong (ac¬ 
cording to those who opiiosc 
it) because it creates a dis¬ 
order in the community. 

’ Justice takes precedence 
to order," he said. 

Ryan was the second person 
connected with the strike to 
apfiear before the ciub. Sever¬ 
al weeks ego Sandringham 
administrator Mrs. Margaret 
Reynolds gave the otticr aide 
of the story- She said the be¬ 
havior of the strikers had 
heen bad and that those re 
placing them in die hospital 


had provided very good cart 
for the patients 

She said also that polio* 
had not always responded as 
she would have liked to her 
calls hut she felt this was be¬ 
cause they, too, iielonged to a 
union. 

In answer to a question, she 
said she wouldn't personally 
he willing to open thf hospi¬ 
tal's books to the union be¬ 
cause she didn't think the con¬ 
tents were the sSrlkers’ busi¬ 
ness. 

Ryan said Tuasday that a 
strike which has "dragged 
on as long as that at San¬ 
dringham "should bother the 
community's conscience. I 
don’t think we should sweep 
in under the rug." 

He said the strikers were 
exercising their legal rights In 
a fight for a first contract but 
the hospital's owners had not 
really attempted to bargain 
with them. 


Job Security 

Ryan said the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
which represents the women, 
had only asked for wages up 
to XI an hour and that labor 
could well he "cticicized for 
the modesty of our demands." 

Hut the main jiolnt was job 
security and the right at the 
women to a belter form at 
life, lie said. 

He admitted possibly only 
12 or 14 of the original 28 
strikers were left to picket. 
The others had found work 
elsewhere. 

Ryan also accused the pro¬ 
vincial government of failing 
to use its powers to inves¬ 
tigate the economic status of 
the hospital. 

Quick To Act 

On the other hand, the same 
government is quick to invoke 
compulsory arbitration when 
the movement of material and 
not the welfare of strikers is 
tiie key Issue, he said. 

In a reference to his belief 
that management could have 
solved the problem through 
sincere negotiations, Ryan 
said: "1 ttank it's a silly, stu¬ 
pid strike and could have 
heen settled a year ago." 

He said management had 
shown itself as having a 
’TBth-century" attitude. 


Chabot Agrees 
But Then, Er... 


Provincial l-ahor Minister 
James Chabot sympathize.-, 
with oanplaints from the B.C. 
construction industry about 
natiiaial labor agreements hut 
apparently can't do much to 
help. 

"This question has lieen put 
to me," Oiaboi said in an in¬ 
terview Tuesday, "and I can 
understand fully Hie anxiety 
they (the Industry) have on 
this matter." 

He said he realizes hig con¬

He said the outsiders could 
agree to pay big benefits on 
possibly ■ six-month term, 
then pick "the cream of the 
crop" from B C. skilled con¬ 
struction workers 
In an address last Saturday 
to the Interior Contractors' 
Association, C. J Connaghan 
of Vancouver, president of the 
Construction l.abor Relations 
Association, said contractors 
would seek government liAlp 
to eliminate the national 
agreement setup in B.C. 

But CJiabot said Tuesday 
"It's difficult to interpret this 
into legislation "

had been formally laid — re¬ 
fused to take it further on get¬ 
ting legal advice from senior 
prosecutor W. J. Anderson.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
mixed marriage - - can it be a 
successful one or will it too 
often be doomed to fail be¬ 
cause of religious differences? 

The question Is one of in¬ 
creasing importance in an age 
where the whole society has 
become more open and pub¬ 
lic. People travel more, 
change residence* more often, 
attend larger schools and uni¬ 
versities. And so, more young 
people of varied backgrounds 
are thrown together, through 
schools, colleges, the armed 
services, the Peace Corps and 
In work and recreation. 

When young people meet 
this way and get to know each 
other over extended periods of 
time, it is inevitable that 
some couples of completely 
different backgrounds fall in 
love and want to marry. 

Increasing Number 

And they do. There’s an in¬ 
creasing number of mixed 
marriages, reports a husband- 
wife team which long studied 
and lectured on matters of 
religion and family rela¬ 
tionships. 

The authors refer to the 
American Jewish Yearbook 
which last year predicted that 
marriages of Jews with non- 
Jews will increase. It is es¬ 
timated that between 10 and 
15 per cent of Jews now pick 
a non-Jewish mate. The rate 
is even higher for Catholics 
marrying non-CathoUcs; some 
studies report the proportion 


is nearing the 50 per cent 
mark. 

To the gcx»d. say authors 
Elizabeth and William Genne. 
is the fact that as the general 
level of education rises, 
“Thera Is greater respect for 
difference and appreciation of 
persons regardless of race, 
creed or color." 

Two Allan 

Mixed marriages are exam¬ 
ined in Building a Marriage, 
on Two Altar*, which the 
Genne* wrote for Public Af¬ 
fairs Committee. Inc., a New 
York-based non-profit, educa¬ 
tional organization. 

Mrs. Genne has taught fam¬ 
ily relationships at Montclair 
State College. Fairieigh Dic¬ 
kinson University and Drew 
University of Theology. Genne 
is co-ordinator of family min¬ 
istries for the National Coun¬ 
cil of Churches and secretary 
of the Interfaith Commission 
and Marriage and Family 
Mfe. 

The two discus* the impor¬ 
tance of marriage partners 
not only keeping their own 
faith strong but also of learn¬ 
ing of the other’s faith. Tha 
engagement period is the 
ideal time for this, they say. 

Common Grounds 

Even when neither partner 
Is religious, compatible ethi¬ 
cal and cultural standards are 
still important. Without ignor¬ 
ing areas of differences, they 
summarize the common 


ground shared by the more 
than 200 Protestant denomina¬ 
tion*. by Catholic* and Prot¬ 
estant*. and by Jewish and 
Christian beliefs. There is. for 
instance, among all the belief 
in one God, the belief that 
marriage is a life-long com¬ 
mitment in knre and fidelity, 
the belief that children as a 
trust from God are to be 
“nurtured in the love at God 
and service of men." 

Some other points the 
Gennes make: 

Easy Harmony 

• Try to avoid allowing re- 

ttgious discussions to degen¬ 
erate into intellectual debate* 
where somebody tries to score 
points to win an argument 
Concentrate on the shared l>e- 
Uefs and ethical teachings re¬ 
garding "merciful and com¬ 
passionate service to one’s 
fellow man.” 

• Do not try to achieve a 


quick and easy harmony by 
joining your partner's church 
or synagogue. C inversion 
more likely should be the out¬ 
growth of mutual exploration 
over an extended period of 
time. Remember, it Is not 
easy to cut yourself from all 
the deep roots of childhood. 

• Children play an espe¬ 
cially imjxirtant role in an In¬ 
terfaith marriage. The au¬ 
thors say that marriage coun¬ 
sellors have found “the moat 
severe difficulties . . . are 
caused by differences over 
children." 

“Even though the children 
are being brought up In one 
faith, there should be some 
opportunity for them to attend 
worship and develop some un¬ 
derstanding of the other 
parent's faith." they say. This 
not only smooths the mar¬ 
riage path but also prepares 
the children "for living as 
adults In a world of varied 
religious beliefs."

Mnrzocco indwnlet vandals' prime target 


Could Kill Someone 


Pot Shot Vandals 
Wreck Insulators 


NANAIMO—Trigger happy van¬ 
dals have been taking pot shots at 
B.C. Hydro ’-sulatorsr on Vancouver 
Island probe j,y unaware that indi¬ 
rectly they could kill gomeone. 

"Hie vandals have smashed a rec¬ 
ord number of Hydro Insulators, 
damaged telephone lines and signs 
over a wide area stretching from Gold 
River to Port Hardy and to Nanaimo. 

Ed Marzocco, Nanaimo production 
manager of B.C. Hydro says the in¬ 
sulators are positioned on guy wires 
of the power lines and are vital for 
safety. 

A bad fire was caused recently 
because insulators on a power line 
had been smashed. The 138,000 volts 
carried through the line went down 
the guy wires to the ground and 
touched off the fire. 

If anyone had touched the guy 
wires they could have been killed In¬ 
stantly. 

Work crews spent last week near 
Gold River repairing damaged insula¬ 
tors but early this week Hydro offi¬ 


cials found many of the insulators had 
been shot down again. 

The lifeline of the Harmac pulp 
mill and Hooker chemical plant — a 
high voltage power line — was among 
lines in several areas to suffer re¬ 
cently. If the damage continues as 
the wet weather moves in, power will 
have to be shut off so work crews 
can make repairs. Marzocco says that 
the wet weather would make it dan¬ 
gerous for the vandals or anyone to 
walk near Ihe damaged power lines. 

Although the hunting season is 
about two weeks olo, Marzocco was 
careful not to blame hunters for the 
vandalism. 

"If we did blame them, every self- 
respecting hunter Would jump down 
our necks," he said. 

He reminded hunters and others 
that penalties for this type of van¬ 
dalism were severe and could be even 
harsher if a death was caused. 

RCMP detachments on the Island 
have been urged to watch for the pot 
shot vandals.

Could Kill Someone 

Pot Shot Vandals 
Wreck Insulators 


NANAIMO—Trigger happy van¬ 
dals have been taking pot shots at 
B.C. Hydro insulators on Vancouver 
Island probably unaware that indi¬ 
rectly they could kill someone. 

The vandals have smashed a rec¬ 
ord number of Hydro insulators, 
damaged telephone lines and sign* 
over a wide area stretching from Gold 
River to Port Hardy and to Nanaimo. 

Ed Marzocco, Nanaimo production 
manager of B.C. Hydro says the in¬ 
sulators are positioned on guy wires 
of the power lines and are vital for 
safety. 

A bad fire was caused recently 
because insulators on a power line 
had been smashed. The 138,000 vohs 
carried through the line went down 
the guy wires to the ground and 
touched off the fire. 

If anyone had touched the guy 
have been killed in- 

Work crews spent last week near 
Gold River repairing damaged insula- 


cials found many of the insulators had 
been shot down again. 

The lifeline of the Harmac pulp 
mill and Hooker chemical plant — a 
high voltage power line — was among 
lines in several areas to suffer re¬ 
cently. If the damage continues as 
the wet weather moves in, power will 
have to be shut off so work crews 
can make repairs. Marzocco says that 
the wet weather would make it dan¬ 
gerous for the vandaLs or anyone to 
walk near the damaged power lines. 

Although the hunting season is 
about two weeks old, Marzocco was 
careful not to blame hunters for the 
vandalism. 

“If we did blame them, every self- 
respecting hunter would jump down 
our necks,” he said. 

He reminded hunters and others 
that penalties for this type of van¬ 
dalism were severe and could be even 
harsher if a death was caused.

DUNCAN — Negotiations remain at a standstill 
today as members of the International Woodworkers 
of America moved into the third day of their walk¬ 
out at Copper Canyon and Shawnigan Lake. 


The men had refused to 
work Monday after a dispute 
with Local 180 officials over 
terms of a swing shift agree¬ 
ment that had been part of a 
1970 contract. 

They have erected picket 
lines at both Shawnigan and 
Copper Canyon, although 
union officials Monday had 
termed the picket "strictly a 
protest, definitely not a legal 
picket line." 

Late last night union of¬ 
ficials were meeting with 
membership representatives 
but no indication of any 
progress could be determined. 

The only development dis¬ 
closed Tuesday by either the 
members or union officials 
was the appointment of Peter 
Helin, a Shawnigan member, 
to the camp committee. The 
camp committee Is conduct¬ 
ing negotiations with the 
union local officials. 

Helin said Tuesday that he 
had sent a telegram on behalf 


of the membership to TWA in¬ 
ternational headquarters, de¬ 
manding a reply by noon 
Tuesday. 

“We didn’t expect an an¬ 
swer and we didn't get oner 
but a significant development 
did emerge, although it was 
more a result of the news¬ 
paper and television publicity 
than the telegram itself.” 

Helin declined to give de¬ 
tails of this "significant devel¬ 
opment saying he was not at 
liberty to discuss it "Right 
now we are so far from no¬ 
where" he said. "We were 
trying to lead Weldon (Juben- 
ville, the local union pres¬ 
ident) on to disprove his 
point.” 

Jubenville was unavailable 
for comment Tuesday. The 
only union official who said 
anything was Ken McEiwan, 
who said "There are no new 
developments, all that is hap¬ 
pening is that the men are 
getting wet standing in the 
rain.”

DUNCAN - One of the fin¬ 
est Appaloosa s on Vancouver 
Island — Soft Spot — well 
deserves the honors bestowed 
on him at recent fairs. 

His gentle disposition as 
stallion matches his powerful 
build and the spots that mark 
his long line of noble an¬ 
cestry. His owner Mrs. Joe 
Howse of Herd Road proudly 
relates that Appaloosas are 
the oldest recognizable breed 
ol horse., dating back to an¬ 
cient wall carvings. 

The species was also depict¬ 
ed by old Chinese painters 
more than 3,000 years ago. 
Mrs. Howse said the name 
Appaloosa was derived from a 
breed that was developed by 
tl>e Nez Perce Indians in the 
Palouse country of central 
Idaho and eastern Washing¬ 
ton. Unaware of all those his¬ 
torical considerations. Soft 
Spot is strictly a native of the 
Cowichan Valley. 

Sired by Scottish chocolate 
Chips. Soft Spot was born by 
Bob’s Gal tww years ago. four 
years after the Howse family 


moved from Alberta to the 30- 
acre spread at Heixl Road. 
Mrs. Howse said "I have been 
interested in Appaloosas for 
10 years. I like them because 
they are different and I like to 
get something better than 
average.” 

This latter fact is amply do¬ 
cumented by the mere exis¬ 
tence of Soft Spot, who took 
first prizes at Nanaimo, Saan- 
ichton and Cowichan exhibi¬ 
tions.

1968. 

Victoria PrnvMkial Court 
Judge E. F. N. Robinson dis¬ 
missed the charge June 1, 
mainly on crown failure to 
produce evidence of guilty in¬ 
tent. 

Tlie crown then initiated a 
legal action called e stated 
case, which amounts to an ap¬ 
peal. Hummel’s lawyer, John 
Spencer of Vancouver, re¬ 
ceived the stated cyse July 37 
end the law says die crown 
had 15 days after that to 
serve notice on Hummel of 
the matter.

Wreck Insulators 


NANAIMO—Trigger happy van- 
(tala have been taking pot shots at 
H.C. Hydro Insulators on Vancouver 
Island pndiably unaware that Indi¬ 
rectly they, could kill someone. 

The vandals have smashed a rec- 
oi-d number of Hydro insulators, 
damaged telephone tinea and signs 
over a wide area slrelching from Gold 
River to Port Hardy and lo Nanaimo. 

Hit Maraocco, Nanaimo production 
manager of B.C. Hydro say* Ihe In¬ 
sulators are positioned on guy wires 
of Ihe power lines and are vital for 
safely. 

A had fire was caused recently 
because insulators on a power line 
had been smashed. The 1 .'18,000 volts 
mrried Ihrough Ihe line went down 
the guy wires to Ihe ground and 
touched off the Are. 

If snyone had touched Ihe guy 
wtree lliey could have been killed In- 
slaSilly. 

Work crews spent last week near 
Gold River repairing damaged Insula¬ 
tors hut early this week Hydro offi¬ 


cials found many of the Insulators had 
been shot down again. 

The lifeline of lha ilarmac pulp 
mill and Hooker chemical plant — a 
high voltage power line — was among 
lines In several areas to auffer re- 
i-enlly. If the damage continues as 
Ihe wet weather moves in, power will 
have to he ahul off ao work crews 
can make repahs. Mar/im-n says that 
the wet weather would make It dan¬ 
gerous for Ihe vandals or anyone to 
walk near Ihe damaged power lines. 

Allhnugh Ihe hunting season Is 
bIkkjI two weeks old, Manmoco was 
eaieful not tn hlama hunleis for Ihe 
vandalism. 

"If we did blame them, every self- 
respecting hunter would Jump down 
our necks," he said. 

Ha reminded hunters and others 
that penalties for this type of van¬ 
dalism were severe and could ha even 
harsher If a death was caused. 

RCMP detachments on tha Island 
have been urged lo watch for tha pot 
shot vandals.

Pot Shot Vandals 
Wreck Insulators 


NANAIMO—Trigger happy van¬ 
dal* have been talcing poi shot* at 
B.C. Hydro insulators on Vancouver 
Island probably unaware that Indi¬ 
rectly they could kill someone. 

Tile vandal* have smashed a rec¬ 
ord number of Hydro insulators, 
damaged telephone lines and signs 
over a wide area stretching from Gold 
River to Port Hardy and to Nanaimo. 

Fid Marzocco, Nanaimo production 
manager of B.C. Hydro says the in¬ 
sulators arc positioned on guy wires 
of the power lines and arc vital for 
safety. 

A bad fire was caused recently 
because insulatois on a power line 
had been smashed. The 1118,000 volts 
carried through the line went down 
the guy wites to the ground and 
touched off the (Ire. 

If anyone had touched the guy 
wites they could have been killed in¬ 
stantly. 

Work crews spent last week near- 
Gold River repairing damaged Insula¬ 
tors but early this week Hydro offi¬ 


cials found many of the insulators had 
been shot down again. 

The lifeline of the Harmac pulp 
mill and Hooker chemical plant — a 
high voltage power line — was among 
lines in several areas to suffer re¬ 
cently. If the damage continues us 
the wet weather moves in, power will 
have to be shut off so work crews 
can make repairs. Marzocco says that 
I he wet weather would make it dan¬ 
gerous for the vandals or anyone to 
walk near the damaged power lines. 

Although the hunting season is 
about two weeks old, Marzocco was 
careful not to blame hunters for I he 
vandalism. 

'If we did blame them, evei-y self- 
respecting hunter would jump down 
our necks,” he said. 

He reminded hunters and others 
that iienallies for this type of van¬ 
dalism were severe and could lie even 
harsher if a death was caused. 

RTMP detachments on the Island 
have l*a-n urged to watch for the pot 
shot vandals.
